Hiss was convicted of lying lo a 
federal grand Jury wnen he denied 
passing EDvernment secreLi W Whlt- 
taker Chambers, and when he de- 
nled seeing chambers alter Jan, I, 
1037. Chambers is a lormer com- 
munist underground flgent. 

The supreme court specifically re- 
fused to consider Hiss' appeal, there- 
by tossing hla caso back lo the sec- 
ond U. 8. circuit court of appeals 
which had affirmed his conviction. 

The supreme court acted without 
a formal opinion. It simply mode 
bare announcement that It woul 
not consider. Hiss' appeal. 

Justices Stanley H. Reed, Pcllx 
Frankfurter and Tom C, Clark .look 
no part In tho action. Reed and 
Frankfurter had tcstlHed as ctfar- 
acter witnesses for Hiss' In hla first 
trial, and Clark was attorney gen- 
eral at the time the case broke. , 

The appeals court In turn will re- 
lay the supreme court's decision to 
tho trial court which will order Hiss 
to JBII.

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OUR ARMY'S INEFFICIENCY 

During World war II, ceveral mllitarj writ- 
«w Tounaiy criticized the organization of the 
American arm? on the ground thnt It was 
top-heavy with administrative, supply serv- 
ice and other rear eclielon units. 

Army top brass did not mueter much argu- 
ment In rebuttal. On thts contrary, they lent 
weight to the criticisms by Indulging In aome 
trimming of rear echelon personnel In the 
European theater. But basically the problem 
was never reiily licked. 

When demobilization came, the non-com- 
batant elements of the army were reduced 
in size mote slowly than lighting forces. By- 
the time war broke out In Korea, the U. 8. 
anny was largely an administrative and 
housekeeping lorce. 

Thus there can be no surprise in the /act 
that the relatively small additions to com' 
bat personnel since that time have not vastly 
altered. the ratio between fighting men and 
non-combatants. Naturally, as mote and 
more men are brought Into combat units, the 
margin between the two will be narrowed 
somewhat. 

But what is startling to realize is how many 
men who are actuady part of combat forces 
actually do no fighting except in emergencies. 

Writing in the Saturday Evening Post, 
Joseph and Stewart Alsop, Washington 
columnists, disclose results of an intensive 
study they made of U. S, organization as 
compared with Russian, 

In an American rifle company of about 
180 men, 37 man are concerned with cooking, 
communications, tmck-flrlvlng or record 
keeping. A Russian rifle company -of roughly 
the same size has only two men who do 
not «pend their time ehootlng at the enemy. 

In a U, 8, heAvy weapons company, 58 men 
do no fighting. In a Soviet heavy weapons 
unit, Just nine are not busy shooting, 

Cost on a broader basis and cxpresed In 
termB of relative fire-power, the story Is 
this: A Soviet battalion ol 555 men has total 
flM-powcr of 1370 pounds a mltiute, A V. 8, 
battalion of '837 inen hai flre-powcr of only' 
1,200 pounds a minute. A Rimlan division hss 
5,000 men delivering 6,15 tons of flre-powcr a 
minute. One of ours has 7,600 men delivering 
6.4 tons a minute, 

BOi- conclude- the -AJsap3^__DmL_ftrmy._us^cs 

50 per cent morejnen than the Soviet army 
—In the battle lllto Itself — and yet delivers 
13 per cent lew fire-power. This is a ital 
eVc^^pener to those of us who have been 
coasting along with the happy thought that 
while we could never match Soviet manpower 
we'd outstrip the Russians In fire-power. We 
might Indeed, hut apparently not the way the 
- army Is organized today. 

Tho wrjtera' atudy ahowed that If llne- 
ot-battle and rear areas (counting here on 
the Immediate rear of combat zones) ore 
taken together, a Russian infantry division ot 
10,800 men is almost a atandoff for a U. S. 
division ot 18,000 men. 

Quite plainly the Russians, who have an 
abundance of manpower, get much more out 
ot their Investment in men and equipment 
than we do. 

It on top of thts combat-ilne disparity Is 
placed our top-heavy supply and admJnlslra- 
tlve personnel, the picture is even more strik- 
ing. As of now, the U. S. must call up between 
■6,000,000 and 7.000,000 men, to get 100 divi- 
sions into the field. The Russians can put 
100 divisions with Just 2,200,000 men. 

Now, of course, we cannot hope to match 
the Husjlan showing. Our standards of feed- 
ing and care lor our soldiers are (ar higher 
than the Russians', and that takes men. Ucd , 
army soldiers ore trained almost from birth 
as beasts of burden. We rely heavily— and 
' sensibly— on motor transport. Again, the Job 

■ takes men. 

Moreover, our geographic position as an 
Island continent means we must operate 
long trans-Oceanic supply lines to keep an 

■ army in thetield In Europe or Asia, Obviously
